“Korea is no final arena of de- 
cision. I wish it were. We must 
be alert for new aggressions. We 
must face the hard cruel fact— 
which we can no longer escape. 
We must narrow the fearsome gap 
between Soviet rearmament and 
the defenses of the Western na- 
tions. This gap—this unprepared- 
ness in relation to Russia’s might 
—is the terrible vacuum which 
could suck the world into another 
shattering war. We must now al- 
ways be prepared for war: and 
at the same time we cannot per- 
mit ourselves to be gutted by the 
inflationary potentialities of our 
preparations.” 


The longer it takes the Western 
democracies to balance Russia’s 
rearming, the greater wiil be the 
ultimate effort required, Baruch 
continued. Domestically, the dan- 
ger of “creeping mobilization” is 
equally grave, he said. 

“Piecemeal, partial controls, | 
are foredoomed to faiiure by their | 
very nature,” he said. “They 
are based on the theory that con- 
trols should wait until they have 
been proved absolutely necessary. 
This means waiting until after 
the damage has been done—so 
much damage that it is obvious 
to all. 

“Some say that taxes will pre- 
vent or cure it. That is an im- 
portant necessary part of controls. 
While they have been debating 
taxes, prices have risen. The 
burden. has fallen upon the very 
people least able to stand it— 
upon those least articulate to pro- 
test against the rise. Thus a 
double burden has been imposed | 
upon them.

error’ process might be under- 
standable if the problems of 
mobilization were new to us. But 
they are not. We have had them 
in two wars. Surely we should 
now know what must be done. 
Do we have to repeat the mistakes 
of the past? 

“Sometimes I am asked why I 
feel so strongly about the neces- 
sity of controlling inflation. What 
there is too much money 
around in relation to the avail- 
able goods? What if prices go 
up? I feel strongly about it—I 
feel incensed about it, because I 
know that our ability to stop in- 
flation is the very test of our 
democracy—the thing which may 
determine in the long run how 
long we can survive. 


“Unless the inflation already 
under way is halted, the program 
of defense which we have under- 
taken will be hampered—and the 
cost in time and treasure will be 
multiplied. In the last war in- 
flation added 100 billions to the 
cost of the conflict. Although 
more experienced, we are guilty 
of the same waste now—again., 


“Already the Air Force has re- 
ported that inflation has eaten 
out of its budget the equivalent 
of 750 jet fighters for which 
funds had been appropriated by 
Congress. These planes were lost 
before they ever started toward 
Korea. The same thing is hap- 
pening to the tanks, guns and all 
the other weapons we need. The 
toll by our own conduct in allow- 
ing inflation is many times great- 
er than all our physical losses in 
Korea caused by the enemy. . Ad- 
ditional funds will now have to be 
appropriated—and more _ taxes 
levied—to buy the things we 
need. The end is nowhere in 
sight. 

“With prices and wages un¢on- 
trolled, manufacturers of radios 
and other gadgets can compete 
with producers of planes and ra- 
dar for scarce manpower and 
scarce raw materials. The cost 
of everything is pushed higher. 
The conversion of our resources 
to war production is hamstrung. 
Priority regulations will only ac- 
centuate this situation until they 
are made a good deal more ex- 
acting than they are now—and 
until they are fitted into a more 
embracing program of controls 
and taxation. 


Aggravated by Government. 


“The Government itself is ag- 
gravating this inflation. It is 
hoarding food and raw materials. 
It is stimulating the competition 
for goods among both foreign and 
domestic buyers. We are lending 
money to everybody everywhere 
to bid against our own manufac- 
turers for materials and machin- 
ery. I know that these loans are 
important—that they are needed 
to strengthen the free world. But 
we can and we should reduce this 
drain on our resources. We can 
reduce it by setting up a central 
directing and stabilizing agency. 

“When the capacious jaw of 


war opens for men and materials, 
the law of supply and demand 
does not have the chance to work. 
Bitter experience has taught us 
that there is only one set of sub- 
stitutes for the law of supply and 
demand: taxation, controls, and 
priorities. And they are not free 
from hardship—neither is the law 
of supply and demand.” 


Until the law of supply and 
demand can work again, Baruch 
said, we must have a sound mo- 
bilization program. Politics, 
petty profits and petty comforts, 
he added, cannot longer be al- 
lowed to obstruct our defense of 
the free world. 

So far all that has been done 
in Washington, as contrasted with 
what has been said, Baruch con- 
tended, has been to encourage in- 
flation. 

“Every pressure group has 
been invited to improve its own 
position at the expense of those 
who do not have a pressure group 
to battle for them,” he said. 


“Those who suffer are the mil- 
lions on fixed wages, teachers, 
firemen, policemen, nurses and 
other civil servants, pensioners 
and social security beneficiaries, 
the millions whose savings are 
daily being cheapened.” 


“Quack Remedies.” 


As at the beginning of his talk, 
when he compared inflation to 
cancer, Baruch, toward:the close, 
returned to a medical metaphor. 

“We have been treating infla- 
tion with quack remedies, sugar- 
coated pills. and. ineffective 
purges when it is surgery that is 
called for,” he said. “The neglect 
has been particularly tragic be- 
cause it has been so long-stand- 
ing. We are not dealing with a 
patient whose troubles began as 
late as the aggression in Korea. 


His had been a chronic case. In- 
flatign has been gnawing at our 
vitals for a decade.” 

Baruch did not cite the figures, 
but they are well known. The 
dollar that had 100 cents in it 
before World War II has, in terms 
of what it will buy, about 57 
cents in it now. As the skeptic 
said when he looked at the Rap- 
pahannock river and was told the 
story that George Washington 
had once thrown a silver dollar 
across the stream, “a dollar went 


'much farther in those days.”

ONLY 86 IN BRITAIN 
‘LEFT WITH $16,800 
EARNINGS AFTERTAX 


LONDON, Oct. 20 (AP)—Only 
| 86 persons in the United King- 
‘dom were left with an earned 
income of £6000 ($16,800) a year 
after they paid their income and 
'surtaxes for the year ending in 
‘March 1949. Ten years before 
there were 6560 persons in the 
6000-pound-a-year class. 
| The report of the commission- 
ers of inland revenue, published 
itoday, showed the average 
‘Englishman in the medium in- 
come brackets had to adjust his 
| finances on the basis of a stand- 
ard tax rate of nine shillings to 
|the pound of earned income — 
$1.26 for each $2.80 earned. 

The big-time bread winners 
paid up to 19 shillings, six pence 
($2.73) for each pound earned in 
the surtax classification. Thus the 
/man with the big pay check was 
permitted to keep only 7 cents 
of each $2.80 earned above a 
certain figure, which varied in 
different cases. 

These rates apply only to 
“earned income.” Revenue from 
investments is taxed on a dif- 
|ferent basis. Therefore, the _ in- 
come of many Britons actually is 
considerably higher than the 
maximums shown in the income 
tax schedules.

Ward boss, was the utility com- 


pany’s secret agent for passage or 


defeat of ordinances. 

O’Toole, who is a real estate 
and insurance dealer, handled 
some insurarce for the utility 
company. His insurance license 
was suspended for six days in 1942 


because an agency split commis-— 


sions with him on Union Electric 
fidelity bonds. 

A native St. Louisan, O’Toole is 
56 years old, married, has four 
children and lives at 3637 Utah 
place.

The question was asked in good faith at the 
Thursday White House press conference by a 
representative of. the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Tru- 
man, in our opinion, missed an opportunity when 
he failed to give a reassuring reply. He owed 
the correspondent, and through the correspond- 
ent the country, an answer which would have 
cited the salient facts. 

For many months Gen. MacArthur made Pa- 
cific policy and applied it. Gen. MacArthur 
worked with, if indeed he did not inspire, the 
China lobby in its campaign to enlist the United 
States in an all-out, last-ditch support of Chiang 
Kai-shek’s hopeless, discredited Nationalist Gov- 
ernment on Formosa. The General went so far 
as to send a highly personal and indiscreet letter 
on Formosa and Asiatic policy in general to the 
VFW encampment. He did so without consult- 
ing the President, the Secretary of State or De- 
fense Secretary. : 

The MacArthur letter was big-stick and pro- 
Chiang. It ran directly counter to the Truman 
Administration's policy of letting the U.N. 
handle Formosa. 

This letter was repudiated as few letters have 
been repudiated in American history. The Presi- 
dent ordered it withdrawn. Since copies had 
been distributed by the MacArthur publicity sys- 
tem, it was printed anyway. Thereupon it was 
promptly disavowed in public statements by 
highest State Department officials. 

Unless there has been some change about 
which the American people have not been ad- 
vised, the Formosan policy is precisely what it 
was declared to be when Gen. MacArthur was 
rebuked before the world in the midst of the 
Korean war. If there has been any change the 
American people most certainly should be told. 
If there has been no change, the President 
should find it easy to say so. 

There is no need to whip Gen. MacArthur in 
public again for the same offense. Since that 
time he has commanded a brilliant military op- 
eration for which free peoples everywhere are 
supremely grateful. It may be that the heroic 
defense of Korea, the brave landings at Inchon 
and the subsequent offensives have spared us 
World War III. No one knows, but the imme- 
diate outlook for peace is brighter. 

That is all the more reason to avoid identi- . 
fication with Chiang in his lost war against 
Mao Tse-tung and the Chinese mainland. Thus, 
the White House and the State Department 
should exert extra vigilance to see that their 
Formosan policy is not undercut, but is adhered 
to in the field. They permitted the field com- 
mander to make policy so long that it is no 
wonder he came to think of himself as the fount 
of wisdom with respect to Asiatic policy. 


A simple, direct re-statement of the policy on 
Formosa by the President would be timely in 
view of the continued military successes in 
Korea, now so far advanced that the Red capital 
has fallen. What is more important, it should 
put an end to questions about Formosa at the 
Wake island conference—questions sincere, un- 
informed or political, as the case may be. 

The President should reassure wondering citi- 
zens and disarm his critics at one and the same 
time.

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Why Not Modern? 

We have something to say to the good people 
of the Ladue School district.

Not the Answer 


Financial aid to a candidate, either on a 
sonal or political basis, can lead to 
abuses. It is not necessarily illegal, nor is 
always immoral. The potentialities, however, 
eminently justify every corrupt practices law 
ever written. But even if the worst possible 
construction is put on the Roosevelt story, the 
fact remains that two wrongs do not make a 
right. 

It is also worth noting, it seems to us, that 
while Mr. Roosevelt is said to have accepted 
money so that he might pay his debt to the 
Warm Springs Foundation and thus be free to 
enter a political contest without this burden, 
the Hanley letter states in the clearest language 
that Gov. Dewey had made “certain unalterable 
and unquestionably definite propositions” to in- 
duce Joe Hanley to run for Senator, thus leav- 
ing the gubernatorial race clear for the “drafted” 
Dewey himself. 

The only acceptable answer to this—and one 
not being made—is that there is no truth in 
the Hanley letter, not that somebody else at 
some time was the beneficiary of something 
similar. 


Whatever It Takes 

The worst thing about a Government ban on 
construction of race tracks is the opportunities 
it opens up for a five-percenter to help some 
bosom pal get one built. 

That happened during the war and after, 
when building materials were under control. It 
may be assumed that it will happen again if 
such materials go back under control. Never- 
theless, if control is necessary to make materials 
and men available for defense work, it is far 
better to reduce construction of amusement 
places than of essential housing. 

Housing demand has been hit hard by the 
tightening of credit rules. That was necessary 
in order to remove from the market that portion 
of the demand for building materials and labor 
which is based upon too-easily borrowed money. 
But if the energies thus removed from housing 
construction simply poured into the construction 
of race tracks and dance halls, the defense pro- 
gram would gain nothing. 

Everybody would be happier if the proper di- 
rection of effort could be attained without direct 
controls and prohibitions. But all of us must 
get used to the idea that in the defense program, 
as in war, first things come first. Whatever it 
takes to get defense production rolling without 
inflation is a national obligation. 
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Partnership With Indochina 

Washington officials are talking of an eventual 
six-billion-dollar cost to this country of helping 
France arm 20 divisions, and in addition are 
planning to spend $500,000,000 for arms aid for 
Indochina. These are wise investments in free- 
dom, astronomical though the figures are, so 
long as the war in Indochina continues. 

If, however, that war could be brought to a 
successful end, or if its scale could be cut, it 
would be possible to reduce considerably the 
amount of money American taxpayers must 
spend for arms. This the West's present policy 
toward Indochina does not hold out much hope 
of achieving, and that is one reason why the 
policy is unsatisfactory. 

But there are other, and at least equally im- 
portant, reasons. The sympathies of a majority 
of the people in the Indochinese war apparently 


‘are either with the Communist-led rebels or 


against the French and their Bao Dai regime. 

So long as the struggle continues on these 
terms, another China looms. For we are back- 
ing a French imperialist venture, against what 
Indochinese think are their best interests. No 
amount of money will do much good if the policy 
it is being used to support only helps drive the 
people into the Kremlin’s camp. 

The two other possible solutions immediately 
available look equally unsatisfactory. The West 
could give Bao Dai full governmental powers, 
but he is a very weak reed to try to build a real 
government around. And the West certainby 
cannot afford to negotiate any settlement with 
Ho Chi-minh which would look like surrender 
to the Kremlin. 

Something new is needed. Some course 
needs to be found which would put into prac- 
tice for Indochina President Truman's “partner- 
ship of peace” with the peoples of Asia. This 
a United Nations mission to Indochina should 
be able to put forward, after making a full in- 
vestigation of the situation. Tanks and planes 
and bullets alone are not enough.

Of the many silly features of Senator 
McCarran’s masterpiece, the Internal Se- 
curity Act of 1959, the immigration provi- 
sions are among the silliest. Anyone who 
had taken the trouble to study them would 
have foreseen the absurd situations which 
would inevitably result from this ill- 
disguised effort to erect an Iron Curtain 
around the shores of the United States. 

In analyzing the bill last Aug. 18, we 
noted that “it moves our immigration pro- 
cedures in precisely the wrong directio 
» . « and could keep 
out of the United ~ 
States people of the 
very type that all of 
us (except perhaps 
Mr. McCarran) want 
to admit.” 

The trouble is that 
most members of 
Congress apparently 
did not bother to 
consider the drastic 
nature of these (or 
any other) sections 
of the McCarran Act, 
but allowed them- 
selves to be swept McC 
along in the general rr 
tide of frightened approval of anything 
that could be called “anti-Communist.” 

Under the broad and vague terms of the 
McCarran law, anyone who at any time 
has ever been “affiliated with” the Com- 
munist or “other totalitarian party” of any 
foreign state is automatically excluded, 
subject only to the right of the Attorney 
General to grant temporary admission and 
to make “a detailed report to Congress” in 
each case in which he so\acts. 

Thus Friedrich Gulda, a 20-year-old 
Austrian pianist, who, at the age of 10, 
joined the Hitler Youth Movement because 
he had to, was barred from entry until 


the Attorney General granted him leave 
to remain here for six days. 

Thus Fedora Barbieri, a young Italian 
mezzo-soprano, who 10 years ago attended 
a school in Italy which was, as one might 
suppose, run by the Fascists, was barred 
from admission. (Editor’s note: After ex- 
tensive questioning, Mrs. Barbieri was 


~ granted a six-month visit permit.) 


Thus any singer who ever sang under 
the Nazis must be barred because in order 
to sing they all automatically had to join 
one or another Nazi organization. 


Obviously the problem of admitting for- 
merly active Nazi, Fascist or Communist 
artists raises quite another question. Here 
we are talking about artists of no political 
background, who are excluded solely be- 
cause of perfunctory membership in one 
of the innumerable affiliates of the totali- 
tarian regimes. 


At the moment, attention is focused on 
the artists whom the McCarran Act pre- 
vents from contaminating American audi- 
ences. But, damaging as this policy will 
be to our artistic life, the problem is of 
even deeper significance. 


Many intellectual and political leaders 
who have since renounced Commu- 
nism or any er anti-democratic philoso- 
phy are, especially in Western Europe, in 
the forefront of the struggle to keep the 
world free. As reaffirmed in the McCar- 
ran Act, our policy is to turn thumbs down 
on them, to say there is no hope of re- 
demption and thereby to alienate men 
and women who could be among our most 
effective friends. | 


Our policy, in short, simply does not 
make sense. Perhaps when Congress re- 
convenes after the election the law will be 
modified in conformity with the real in- 
tezests of a free and democratic America.

pose liberal ideas on other na- 
tions. Democracy cannot be 
forced on people. It has to grow 
out of conviction and experience. 
It has to be voluntarily tried and 
accepted. Other ways of life can 
be imposed by force and terror. 
Democracy cannot live with force 
and terror. Tyranny feeds on ig- 
norance. Democracy and freedom 
thrive on knowledge and under- 
standing. 

Therefore the policies of the 
United States stand or fall by 
their own inherent worth—by 
their value as an answer to man’s 
deepest needs and desires. This 
value has to be demonstrated. It 
has to be proved by persuasion 
and example. It must also be told 
and explained. If freedom is to 
grow, its meaning mus’ be pro- 
claimed to the world. 

During the second World War 
the United States Government 
undertook for the first time to 
present to the rest of the world 
a full and fair picture of our 
American democracy, its charac- 
ter, its problems, its purposes and 
its achievements. Today the De- 
partment of State carries on a 
comprehensive program of inter- 
national information and educa- 
tional exchange under the author- 
ity of Congress. 

Information about the United 
States is available to foreign peo- 
ples through some 575 American 
public affairs officers stationed 
in 150 diplomatic and consular 
missions. 

American radio programs 
known as the Voice of America 
are broadcast around the world 
continuously in 25 languages over 
38 short-wave transmitters. The 
daily audience of the “Voice” is 
believed to be approximately 30,- 
000,000 people. 

American documentary films 
are shown abroad to more than 
10,000,000 people each month. 

One hundred and thirty-four 
United States libraries oi infor- 
mation, located in 60 foreign 
countries, are crowded with more 
than 12,000,000 visitors each year. 

30 Cultural Centers. 


The United States helps to 
maintain 30 cultural centers in 
co-operation with 18 Latin Amer- 
ican countries. A large and con- 
tinuous flow of American books, 
periodicals, documents and other 
printed materials, both general 
and technical, goes out to our 
foreign missions and libraries to 
satisfy an apparently limitless 
curiosity about the United States. 

A modest but growing effort is 
responsible for bringing to the 
United States, and sending abroad 
for educational purposes, more 
than 6000 people a year. These 
are the main elements of the in- 
ternational information program. 

Until very recently these 
American activities have been far 
smaller than those of Great Brit- 
ain and the Soviet Union, in 
terms of both money and people. 
During the spring of 1950 the 
President directed the Secretary 
of State to prepare plans for a 
considerable expansion of the ef- 
fort, and in July Secretary Ache- 
son asked the Congress for an 
additional $89,000,000 for this 
purpose in the current year.

cent majorities won by any Dem- 
ocrat outside the south; in 1948, it 
doubled that. 

Senator Millikin lives here, too, 
and has carried the city. But he 
must pull up from behind the 
larger Carroll vote. Labor, well 
aware of Millikin’s true impor- 
tance, is concentrating on this 
contest. Its flying squadrons are 
here this week. 

The Millikin campaign has 
picked up momentum and sev- 
eral factors give support to his 
backers’ claim that they are over- 
taking the Congressman. They 
have drafted a personable young 
cattle raiser, Dan Thornton, to 
run for Governor in place of a 
former Governor, Ralph Carr, 
whose death recently was an ini- 
tial blow to them. And the Sena- 
tor, a dignified, erudite lawyer, 
has come out fighting. 

“They expected organ music 
from the stratosphere out of me, 
but I have  discombobulated 
them,” he said with satisfaction 
after a rousing,- Roosevelt- 
cadenced growl of defiance to the 
Veep and other famous intruders. 

The differences between the 
two contenders. are clear cut. 
Representative Carroll, a skilled 
campaigner, is appealing to all 
progressive internatignalists, in- 
cluding followers of the state’s 
late great Senator Costigan, ~a 
Bull Moose Republican, to join 
him against the “party of hate, 
the party which knows only what 
it is against.” 

Senator Millikin invites true 
Democrats to join him against 
the New Deal usurpers. Repre- 
sentative Carroll plays up rural 
electrification and expansion of 
social security, in which he 
played a leading part. The Sen- 
ator tells how he fought higher 
taxes and expenditures. And so on. 

The one and only Ed Johnson, 
the state’s Senior Senator and a 
conservative Democrat, was in- 
duced by old labor friends to 
back Carroll but, thus far, he has 
not lent his presence. 

Honors for the most memorable 
quip of the campaign go to the 
Democrat attorney general, John 
Metzger, who said of candidate 
Thornton, “Thornton may be the 
biggest bull shipper in Colorado 
but that doesn’t qualify him to be, 
governor.”

THE NEW YORK HERALD TRIBUNE Book Re- 
view section asked about half a hundred writers 
to talk dbout themselves which produced 23 pages 
of diffident autobiography a Sunday or so ago. In 
all this outpouring of personal history, what struck 
me most forcibly was the working hours. They’re 
appalling. 

“I wake always at first light and start working,” 
reports Ernest Hemingway. “At 61,”.says Arnold 
Toynbee, “I find I have to work far shorter hours, 
9:15-6:45, than at 31 to 51 when I worked from 
9:15 to 7:30.” “I'm up early,” declares John Mason 
Brown. “I like to get going by 9:30 and keep going 
until just before dinner.” Says Erskine Caldwell 
of his writing schedule: “Nine te five, six days a 
week, 10 months a year, 26 years of my life.” 
Tomas B. Costain: “I am at my desk in a shaded, 
second story library at 8 o'clock in the morning 
and I stay there four or five hours a day, every day, 
Saturdays, Sundays, holidays.” There were a lot of 
other working schedules on record, all grim. 


* * * 


I HATE TO CALL such a distinguished collec- 
tion of writers a bunch of dreamy-eyed prevari- 
cators. So Il won't. I'll say instead they are vic- 
tims of mass delusion. I know a lot of writers, 
not one of whom gets to work at first light, not 
one of whom works from 9 to 5 Saturdays, Sun- 
days and holidays. 

The difficult thing here is to put your finger 
on the exact moment when a writer is working 
and when he isn’t. “A writer,” says W. Somerset 
Maugham in this same series, “works all his 
waking hours, for all he sees, all he does, all that 
happens to him, every thought that passes through 
his head, is the material out of which he develops 
his personality and so learns to give within the 
limitations of his nature whatever it is in him to 


give.” 
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THAT’S A FINE DEFINITION of something but 
whether it defines work is—well—questionable. 
At any rate, I can see a lot of writers triumphantly 
quoting this wonderful dictum from so eminent a 
source to their wives. “I was at Bleeck’s until 4 
a.m.,” the writer will say. “Saw a great many 
things. ‘(He saw a drunk trying to balance a 
penny on the lip of a glass.) Lot of things hap- 
pened to me. (‘He lost 40 bucks at the match 
game.) Good many thoughts passed through. 
(Right through). Developed my personality ma- 
terially.” Working hours: 11 a.m. to 4 a.m.

IT WAS CHRISTOPHER MORLEY, I believe, 
who said that a writer’s wife will never, no matter 
if she has been married to him for 20 years, under- 
stand that he is working when he is staring out the 
window. For years, writers used this one on wives 
who refused to believe any work had been com- 
mitted unless there was a pile of completed manu- 
script at his elbow. Or, better yet, a check in the 
mail. The Maugham Doctrine is a vast improve- 
ment. A writer is working if he has his eyes open. 
If you can get your wife to believe this, then 
of you hasn't been in the game very long.

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Macbeth Lost in a Fog 
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He Learned Secratsofthe:A-Bomb|

RSON 'WELLES'’S film production of Shakespeare's “MAC- 


BETH,” has at last reached the local screen at the 
_ SHADY OAK THEATER after a two years’ delay caused 
by the producers withdrawing the movie to redo the. sound 


His own playing is a composite of eye-rolling and popping, 
stances in the grand manner, and voice tricks. Subor- 
dinated to the mood, the performance of Jeanette Nolan as 
on Macbeth ‘is pallid; it never develops the terrible strength 
and passion demanded. The work of Dan O’Herlihy as Mac- 
duff and Roddy McDowall as Malcolm is weak and inadequate. 
Edgar Barrier’s rugged Banquo is better. 

The photography, where it doesn’t get in the way of the 
story and isn’t over-arty, is effective. Welles has reverted 
to the camera trick he first used in “Citizen Kane” of having 
one character in closeup, with another far back in long focus. 
There isn’t the customary interplay of angles and shots. In- 
stead each scene is usually photographed as one shot, without 
intercutting, with the camera either mobile, or the actors cross- 
ing and moving constantly in front of it to avoid a static 
scene, This method was also probably economical, as it 
enabled Welles to shoot “Macbeth” scene for scene as he did 
it with the same company on the stage at a Salt Lake City 
festival, and to avoid the time-consuming and expensive proc- 
ess of setting up a variety of angles and shots. The camera 
is often used to fortify inadequate acting. For instance, the 
“tomorrow and tomorrow” soliloquy is recited by Welles to an 
obbligato of rolling clouds which I suppose represent infinity. 
The dagger soliloquy, which Orson has seen fit to reverse, is 
illustrated with trick wavering camera work showing Mac- 
beth’s confused outlook. 

The original dialogue was in Scottish dialect, which I 
understand, caused laughter among the few audiences that 
saw the movie then. Use of it would have been a mistake, 
anyway—the Scots people and court of the time, 1040 A.D., 
spoke Celtic and not English. Shakespeare himself did not 
see fit to have the characters speak with a burr. It has been 
redone in stage English in most of the scenes, but some of 
them apparently haven't been revised, so that the actors 
occasionally lapse suddenly into Stottish accents. 

Macbeth himself delivers the summary of Mr. Welles’s 
effort: “Full of sound and fury, signifying nothing.”

Trying to 
get a winner for the English Derby, the lad goads himself 
into a state of violent excitement, gets a fever and dies. His 
predictions on the derby comes true, and the large, bet the 
handy man placed for him wins the startling sum of 70,000 
pounds. Informed of the mystery behind the lad’s death, the 
mother renounces the winnings with horror as the rocking 
horse, machine of evil, is burned. 

The film is by no means perfect. To make it feature 
Jength, it has been expanded into thinness at spots.

When I. walked in on 
him, he was lecturing to a group 
of highly trained atomic physi- 
cists in a small school room next 
to his office.

My Day .o.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

WAS feeling very sad yester- 

day afternoon, for at the morn- 

ing session of Committee Num- 
ber 3 at Lake Success, by a vote 
of 43 to 8, the Australian resolu-: 
tion including amendments that 
certainly make it a peculiar reso- 
lution; -was voted. We are to 
have a children’s emergency fund 
set up with exactly the same or- 
ganization that it has had in the 
past. No more formal arrange- 
ments than those already implied 
in the general setup of the Unit- 
ed Nations have been spelled out 
between the specialized agenties 
and the fund. The expenses of 
administration will not be in- 
cluded in the regular budget of 
the United Nations, so that not 
even that small contribution to 
the work of the children will be 
assured from every nation. Mr. 
Pate, the director of the fund, 
made a statement to the commit- 
tee that he felt sure that in the 
administration of it he could suc- 
ceed in meeting all the points of 
view that had been expressed! I 
am very much afraid that he is 
slightly overoptimistic. 

To be sure, the accepted amend- 
ment extends the fund under its 
present setup for another three 
years and then suggests that it 
shall be made permanent. The 
crucial point that nobody had 
really faced was where the money 
for the fund is to be found. 

Our Congress has stated that 
it would consider a permanent ar- 
rangement to begin to cope with 
the continuing needs of children 
throughout the world. Whether it 
will consider this rather strange- 
ly amalgamated resolution as a 
permanent arrangement or not 
remains to be seen. I am sure 
that the United States Govern- 
ment will continue to help not 
only in Korea but in emergencies 
anywhere in the world. But I am 
not sure that it is going to think 
that an emergency setup can cope 
with the vast problems of doing 


something tangible toward ameli- 
orating needs of children on a 
worldwide basis. I felt a little 
at the end of the morning session 
the way I do after I have been 


at a funeral—and that is never a . 


very pleasant feeling. 


At the afternoon = session. we 
took up the report of the eco- 
nomic and social council on the 
covenant of human rights, which 
was submitted to them by the Hu- 
man Rights Commission. We 
have known ever. since Friday 
that that would be the next item 
on our agenda, but by 4 o'clock 
there were no other speakers on 
the chairman’s list. They all 
wanted to speak at our next meet- 
ing this afternoon, and. adjourn- 
ment was practically indicated, 
though it seemed to me we might 
have proceeded to one of the 
other four points presented to 
us for discussion. 


Certain delegations, however, 
seem always very glad to adjourn, 
they do not seem to be able to 
look ahead a bit and realize that 
moving slowly now means either 
a terrific pressure of work in the 
last few weeks as well as night 
meetings or else unfinished work. 
Anyway, we stil! are not laboring 
under any sense of the pressure 
of time in committee Number 3.

As a matter of fact, if you re- 
member back to Wednesday's 
column, you'll recall that he does 
have a nine, so if the next player 
isn't able to go out your partner 
will be able to complete a canasta.

Second Marriage

OW many divorced persons are happy in second mar- 

riages? Mrs. J. wants to know. “I divorced my husband 

two years ago,” she writes, “‘and I don’t know whether to 
try again or let well enough alone. Some people say you can 
profit by your mistakes and do better next time. Others say if 
you can’t succeed once, you shouldn’t expect a second or third 
try to be any better. What's the score?” 

It’s hard to answer that question, Mrs. J. Several surveys 
have been published in recent years which showed extraordi- 
nary success for second.marriages. If they are to be believed, 
you are more likely to be happy in marriage after a previous 
divorce, than you are in a first marriage where you have no 
scars from former tragedies. 


* * * 

ARE THESE SURVEYS to be believed, which show 70, 80 
or more out of every 100 marriages to be happy, after an earlier 
divorce? I doubt it. If they are made by asking the wife 
whether she is happy, she’s likely to say “Yes.” It would be 
humiliating to admit that she was failing a second time. She 
wouldn't like to face the fact, even privately. For a while at 
least, the more unhappy she is, the more loudly she may pro- 
claim her happiness. 

{ don’t think we should take the wife’s word for it. I tried 
to get around this difficulty some years ago, by asking close 
friends and relatives instead of asking the husband or wife. I 
don’t believe they are often fooled very long! By this test, only 
half of the divorcees were succeeding in a second marriage. 

My guess is that this is nearer the truth. There are some 
other figures that point in the same direction. We should not 
have to guess, however, for we have collected details of 10,000 
divorced persons, with a view to finding what happened to 
them afterwards. How many remarried? How many of the 
remarriages were successful? How many children did they 
have in their first and their second marriages?
